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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest administration of cyclopamine or another compound that selectively inhibits 
Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling in an amount sufficient to: A) induce apoptosis of tumor cells 
and to cause decrease of size or disappearance of the tumor (claims 44-45, 60-61, and 72) or B) 
induce differentiation and apoptosis of tumor cells and to cause a decrease in the size or 
disappearance of a tumor (claims 47 and 62-63). 

The claims are interpreted by the Examiner, consistent with the prosecution history of 
this application and unexpected nature of Applicants' results, to require that administration of 
cyclopamine or another compound that inhibits Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling is in an amount 
that A) induces apoptosis of tumor cells and causes decrease of size or disappearance of the 
tumor (claims 44-45, 60-61, and 72) or B) induces differentiation and apoptosis of tumor cells 
and causes a decrease in the size or disappearance of a tumor (claims 47 and 62-63). 

As such, administration of cyclopamine or another compound that selectively inhibits 
Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling to a tumor-bearing patient wherein apoptosis is: A) i) not 
induced or ii) the tumor does not decrease in size or disappear or B) i) differentiation and 
apoptosis are not induced or ii) the tumor does not decrease in size or disappear are not 
encompassed by the instant claims.
